Woe be to you Scribes, and Phariſes, hy- 
pocrites, for ye are like to whited tombes 
which appeare beautifull outw ard, but are 
within full of dead mens bones, and of all 
filthines: ſo are ye alſo, for outward ye ap- 
peare righteous vnto men, but within ye 
are full of hypocriſie and iniquitie , Wo2e- 
ouer, the hypocrite wozketh his ſaluati⸗ 
on ſecurely, coldely, and careleſſely, not 
in feare and trembling, as the Spirit of 
trueth commaundeth in the Epiſtle to 
the Philippians, the ſecond Chapter,anv 
the twelfth. verſe, Fo? he ſtriuech not a⸗ 
985 his owne coꝛruption, to ſuppꝛeſſe all 
| rebellious 
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rebellious affections & luſtes, which ſtriue 
againſt the lawe of God, neyther to obtaine 
thoſe graces and giftes of regeneration , 
which he ſeeth wanting in himſelf, noz koꝛ⸗ 


getteth, with bleſſed Paule, that which is 
behinde, noz pet indeuourethhim ſelfeto Phi. 
that which is befoze,folowing hard toward 13.14. 

the marke fo2 the pꝛice of the hye calling of 

God in Chiiſt Jeſus: and therefoze mani⸗ 

feſtly bewzayech his ſecure & careleſſe con- 

ſcience, Againe, thehypocrite hach no full 4 

ſetled and reſolued purpoſe , in life death 

to pꝛofeſſe and obey the trueth and will of 

God: but is mutable, wauering, and incon⸗ 

ſtant in all his wayes. In conſideration 

whereol, Barnabas, comming into Antio⸗ 

chia, & ſeeing the grace of God moſt mer⸗ 

cifully multyplied vpon many, earneffly A8, 11.23 
exhozted al, that with purpoſe of heart they ä 


would cleaue vnto the Loꝛd. A true note to | 
diſcerne betweene him that feareth God, ES 
and him that doeth not, Agayne the hypo- 5 þ <4 


crites care & ſtudie is, to ſtay the outward 
and groſſer ſinnes of life, flowing from the 
filthy fountayne of his natural coxruption: 
+ is altogether careleſſe to ſtoppe che foun⸗ . 
tapue it lelfe. TWherein as he bewjayeth

great want of heauenly wildome, & great 
abundance of carnall folly; ſo he can neuer 
lap with inward and ſenſible feeling of the 
lawe ofthe members, and of the Spirit, as 
24. the Apoſtle Paule ſayth, O vvretched man 
that I am, vvho ſhall deliuer me fro the bo- 
dy ofthis deathꝰ I thank God through le- 
ſus Chriſt our Lord. Then I my ſelfe in my 
mind ſerue thelayy of God, but in my fleſh 
the law of ſinne. A peculiar wozke of Gods 
Spirit in all his elect: which none ok the 
childꝛen of this wozld euer taſted of to their 

6 comfozt,neyther can do. Agayne the hypo⸗ 
crite is ſtirred bp to wozkavel in the iudge⸗ 
ment ot men, by ſome wozldly reaſon plea⸗ 
ſing his owne fantaſte and fleſhly appetite, 
not conſtrapned, as Gods childzen are, 
with the mercy of God, and loue of Chꝛiſt: 
as it is in the 130. Jſalme in theſe woꝛds: 
But mercie is vvith thee, that thou mayeſt 
be feared, And alſo in the 2. Epiſtle to the 
Coꝛinth. the 5, chap.the 14. berſe. For the 
loue of Chriſt Wa lx vs, becauſe vve 
thus iudge, that if one be dead for all, then 
vvere all deade. And he dyed for all, that 
they vvhich liue, ſhould not heceforth liue 
vnto chemſelues but vnto him which check 
or 
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for them & roſe againe. Mherefoꝛe ag the ; 


doer of Gods wil doth abſtayne from euil, 
becauſe it ts contrary vnto the wil of God, 
and doeth good, becauſe he is conſtrapney 
with the loue of him, which ts onely good: 
ſo the hypocrite contrarily abſfaineth from 
euyll,fo2 feare of puniſhment,and doch the 
thing which ſeemeth good, not conſtrained 
wich the loue of God, but mooued of his 
owne will by deſire of pꝛayſe, oꝛ hope of re⸗ 


ward. Finally, the hypocrite in all bis coun- 7 


ſels, woꝛdes, & woꝛkes, doeth (although he 
ſometimes playnly percepne it not) moꝛe 
and oftener regarde the feare, fauour, and 


pꝛayſe of men, and his awne pꝛiuat cõmo· 


ditie, and pleaſure, then the feare, fauour, 
pꝛaiſe of God, commonitie of his bꝛethꝛt̃. 
Seeyng therfoꝛe that the life of theſe men 
conſiſteth in a ſhewe of godlines, not in the 


power therof,in the outward wozks,not in 


an acceptable maner of doyng, in tareleſſe 
ſecuritie, not in a reuertt feare to diſpleaſe 
God, in a wauering mind, not in a reſolued 


purpoſe to perſeuer vnto 5ᷣ end, in ſtaying 


of the riuers of ſinne, neglectmgthe foun- 
taine, ta conclude, in ſecking themſelues, 
rather then v gloꝛp of God, ts; 
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their bꝛethen: Let vs not onely deteſt and 
abhoꝛre it, with all our heartes and ſoules, 
but allo examine euery one his own eſtate 
and condition, that we may ſee whether we 
do truely ſtande in the grace of God oz no. 
Foz aſſuredly, if the outwarde wozkes of 
our Chꝛiſtian calling be done in this ſozte 
and maner, they neyther are, noz can be vn 
to vs the pledges and ſeales of our ſalua: 
tion:but rather the ſubtitle ſleyghts of Sa- 
tan, and the deceites of ſinne, whereby thele 
two mygbtie enemies of our redemption 
bewitche vs, and depziue our heartes of the 
ſure hope of our pꝛomiſed inheritance and 
ſaluation, Let him therefoze that ſtandech, 
both take heede leaſt he fall, and labour al- 
ſo to become not only a continuall eſchew⸗ 
er of theſe eutlls, but a newe creature, fra⸗ 
med acco ding to the image of Chiſt. But 

alas J feare me, if all Engliſh Pꝛoteſtants 
woulde confefle freely to Gods gloʒy, and 
cheir owne ſhame, the whole coruption of 
al their thoughts in this behalfe,we ſhould 
ſee luch a huge malle and lumpe of hypo⸗ 
triſie, as no man is able to cdᷣceiue in heart, 


muche leſle vtter in wowe. n then no 


doubt a great nomber would ſay , All my 
| religion 
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religion is mere diſſimulation, all my glo⸗ 
rious pꝛokeſſion of the Goſpell is nothing, 
but a vapneſhewe of Chꝛiſtianitie, vea my 
whole life, tryed and wayed in the balance 
of Gods law, is lighter then vanitie it ſelf, 
And J woulde to God that wee were all 
come to this humble and godly acknow⸗ 
ledging, as of all other our ſinnes, ſo eſpe⸗ 
cially of this ſecure and careleſſe hypocri⸗ 
fie; wherein almoſt all p2ofeſfburs are ſo 


dzowned, that except the mot mercyfull 


God by his mighty and ſtrong hande , doe 
rayfethem vp by faith and repentance, they 
ſhall periſh euer laſtingly without any hope 
of redemption, Nowe therefoze,vdeare bye« 
chꝛen, foꝛ the loue of God, let vs not put our 
truſt and confidence in theſe and ſuch lyke 
lying woꝛds, as to ſap, The Temple ot᷑ the 


Lo, the Temple ofthe Loe, and to call 


Chift, Lozd, Low, Paſter, Malter, oz to 
ſap, J am baptized, I knowe the trueth,J 
pꝛofeſſe the Goſpell, and ſuch like: becauſe

ſtanding ſo barren in in the benin oy 
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of good woꝛkes? And firlt concerning the 
—— Eccleſtaſticall, and vs that bemint: 
ſtexs, and preachers of the wowe, whome 
this place pꝛincipally doch concerne:where 
are the lippes ot thole miniſters which doe 
pꝛeſerue knowledge, oʒ thoſe meſſengers 
of God, at whoſe mouthes his pooze peo- 
ple ſhoulde ſeeke his lawe? 3Nape rather, 
where be not wholeſwarmes ok idle, igno⸗ 
rant, and vngodly Curates and Readers, 
who neither can, no2 will, goe befoze the 
deare flocke of Chyiſt in ſoundnes of doc- 
trine, and integritie of life ? Thecauſe of 
which enoꝛmitie reſting pꝛincipally. in the

And to 
pꝛoceede to the learned gouernours of 
the Church, is there no tything of Mynt, 
Anyſe, and Cummin, and pꝛetermit⸗ 
ting waightier matters of the lawe, as 
Judgement, Mercie, and Fidelitie: Doe 
they feede the flocke of God willingly, 
and carefully, as being examples vnto it, 
and not fo? filthie lucreſake, as being loꝛds 
ouer Gods heritage? pft theſe things be 
ſo, howe can they thinke they are doers 
of the Fathers will: What (hall J ſaye 
ol our domme dogges, non reſidents, and 
all thoſe that ſerue moztall and ſinfull 
men, with ſymonie, flattering wozdes, 
and ſeruile obedience, not lawfully-to 
obtaine one roome in the vineyard of the 
Loꝛde, but two, thee, foure, oz moe pla- 
ces (which is vnlawfull : ) the which 
though they miſcall pꝛeferments, yet in 
deede they be ſo waightie charges, _

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the wyſeſt and ſtrongeſt of all, is altoge- ⸗ 


ther inlufficient fo an acceptable dil- 
charge thereof, As concerning diſcipline 
pꝛactiʒed in our Church by Chanceloꝛs, 
Comiſlaries and Officials, becauſe euery 
one, (ſeeing all things foz the moſt part 
begunne, continued, and ended foꝛ money 
in thoſe courts) doth iuſtly complaine: as 
I pray vnto God daylp fo} the refozmati- 
on hereof, ſo J doubt not but the Lowe in 
due and conuenient time, fo2 the great

We and the Catholickes (foz ſo they 
loue to be called) doe moſt iuſtly complaine 
of it: we with \ozowe and griefe ol heart, 
deſiring the ſpeedie refoꝛ mation hereof; 
they with gladneſſe of minde , reiop- 
cing to haue ſo good an occaſion; to 
dilcredit che trueth of our religion, Any 


lurely 
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ſurely to ſpeake the trueth, it is our ſhame⸗ 


leſſe conuerſation that terriſiech boch the 
ignoꝛant and wauering Catholickes, and 
the ſimpler ſo2t of the common people, 
beyng ready to imbzace any religion (as 
appeareth by theſe which haue receyued, & 
imbyaced the erroneous doctrine of H. N. 
and his familie, falſely termed the familie 
of loue) from the true pꝛofeſſion of the Gol⸗ 
pell of Jeſus Chꝛiſt. Nay, they not onely 
fozfake vs: but they reioyce and triumphe 
vuer vs in the matter of woꝛkes. Foz the 
Papiſtes, they alwayes caſt in our teech the 
great and famous holpitalitie of their no- 
bilitie, and clergie, the buylding of Abbies, 
Monaſteries, and Nunneries, Cathedꝛall 
churches, colledges, with many other out- 
ward works: which in deedeareſuchas do 
ſtoppe our mouthes, and put vs pꝛoteſtãts

Citie of the Lozde, and to eſtablyſhe the 
ſeate of the faithfull $ And to be ſhozte, 
where is that ꝛoteſtant that feedech che 
hungrie, clotheth the naked, viſitech the 
- ppyſoner and him that is ſycke, that lod⸗ 
gech the harbourleſſe, without ceaſing oꝛ 
beyng wearie of well doyng ? J ſpeake 
not this to tuſtifie the Papiſtes, oꝛ to con⸗ 
demne all Pꝛoteſtances, but to ſhewe 
. howe rare the woozkes of mercie are, a: 
mongelk thoſe that ſeeme to put all their 
ioye and felicitie in the mercies of God 
reuealed in Chꝛiſt. Foz J am not igno- 
rant of diuers, who as they haue recey⸗ 
ued grace and mercie to beleeue , and 
hope: ſo they are full of the fruites of 
loue and charitie, accoꝛding to the mea⸗ 
lure of the Grace recepued,, The leaſt

ok bzead in pꝛapers & ſupplications, eating 
their meate together w gladnes & ſingle⸗ 
nes of heart, pꝛayſing God, yea vᷣ the mul⸗ 
titude of them p beleued were of one heart, 
and of one ſoule, neither any of them ſaid y 
any of þ which he poſſeſſed was his owne: 

but they had al! chings common: Mhere⸗ 
foze ſeeing we are coinpaſled with fo great 
a cloud of witneſſes, of kings, ot Pꝛophets, 
of Jewes, of Gentiles, of men, of women, 
which haue ſerued the Loꝛde in this right 
maner ok doing: let vs alſo caſt away eue⸗ 
ry thing that pꝛellech downe, and the ſinne 
that hangeth ſo faſt on: let vs runne with 
iope c pacience in this ſtraight race which 
is ſet befo2e vs, without wearines and fain⸗ 
ting. Foꝛ doubtles 5 want of tzole things, 
ioyned with the pꝛactiſe of the contrary vi⸗ 
ces, are the cauſes of all the puniſhments 
of God, that are oꝛ haue bene in the wozld. 


Fa whencecommeth warre,famine,peſti- 


lence, tranſlation of Monarchies & Ring⸗ 
domes, ouerthꝛowes of families, Townes, 
Cries, whole Countries: but from this, 


chat 
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that we doe not the will of our heauenly fa: 
cher, as it is done in heauen : Foz want 
whereof, we that liue nowe in this peacea- 
ble land flowing wich milke and hony, and 
in the light ofthe Golpel ſhining vnto vs, 
fo2 the ſpace of twentie golden yeeres, are 
okall other moſt inexcuſabie, Foꝛ who can 
tell c repeate the warnings, whereby God 
in mercie hath called vs to repentance, and 
refozmation of our liues : But who hath 
ſhed fooꝛth as yet the Chiſtian teares of 
repentance: Not foure peres agoe, 5 Loꝛd 
did as it were with his owne hand ſec a 
ſtarre inthe heauens, whereof the wileſt A- 
ſtronomer that liueth, can giue no reaſon. 
Since that, we haue bene admoniſhed by a 
great and ſtrange Comete in the ap1e, by 
earthquakes, inundations of waters, all 
which ſignes & fozerfiners of Gods wꝛath 
are returned to him again, as being vnable 
to molliſte our ſtony hearts that we might 
turne vnto the Lozd, Onelp his glozious 
Goſpel abideth with vs: but alas it grie⸗ 
ueth me to conſider howe litle place it fin⸗ 
deth in our hearts: how careleſty recefued, 
and how generally by z life & conuerſation 
« Chziſtians, it is — a”

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ſo that J greatly feare that within chozt 


time, it alſo will depart from vs, and by the 


commaundement of God goe vnto a peo- 
ple, which ſhall (as the Theſlalontans did) 


receiue it, not as the woꝛd of men, but as it 


fs in deede the woꝛde of God. Mell in the 
meane time, faz the better auoyding and 
turning away p iudgements ol God which 
hang ouer our heads, namely this pꝛeſent 
plague, whereby the Loꝛde in mercie hath 
viſited this Citie: I am to requeſt in the 
L ozdes behalfe the right honozable , the 


-L.o2d Dato} of this Citie, and the reuerend 


Father the Biſhop, that they would isyne 
together in gathering together 5 people, 
and calling a ſolemne allemblie, and ſanc⸗

the neceſſitie ofthis pzeſent time. This du⸗ 
tie and chꝛiſtian exercile is the rather to be 
done, leaſt our Engliſh Church foz want 
thereok, may thꝛougb ignoꝛance iudge it ei⸗ 
ther altogether vnneceſlarie, oz not much 


- matertall , But if this cannot be obtained 


to be done in a publicke e ſolemne maner, 
with all zeale and feruentnes in pꝛayer 


and org the woꝛde of God (which 
mo

molt heartily wiſhe and deſire) then J doe 
admoniſhe euery one pꝛiuatelp, both to vſe 
this, and all other good meanes to turne 


from vs, and this Citie, all thoſe puniſh⸗ 
ments which our ſinnes haue moſt righte⸗ 


ouſlp deſerued. Fo? it is not the cleane kee⸗ 


ping, and ſweeping ok our houſes and 
ſtreetes, that can dziue away this fearefull 
meſlenger of Gods wꝛath, (albeit as J ap⸗ 
pꝛoue theſe lawfull oꝛdinarie meanes : ſo 
IJ miſlike the delperate tempting of God 
which J heare to be in ſome) but the pur⸗ 
ging & {weeping of our conſciences from 
allthe ſtincking filthe and dzoſle of ſinne, 
deliuereth — the feare and perill of all 
euill, and maketh vs pure and holy veſlels, 
meete fo2 the holy Spirit of God to dwell 
in. If you will imploy all pour labours, 
ſtudies, and cares hereunto, and offer vp 
this ſacrifice of pꝛaying, faſting, pꝛeaching. 
and thankes giuing , euen from the nioz- 
ning vnto the euening, accoꝛding to the 
example & godly pꝛactiſes of our fathers 


which haue gone befoze vs: who know

But if this exhoztatton and requeſt ſhall 
fall to the ground, and bying fo2th no fruit, 
as commouly the woozde of God doth a⸗ 
mongſt vs, (ſuch is the hardneſſe ok our ſto⸗ 
nic heartes) then pour ſinne lieth at the 
dooꝛe, and abideth, but my dutie, though in 
great weakenelle and feare, is diſcharged. 
Nawe thertfoze J cammende vnto vou, 
both this ſpeciall and ſingular woozke of 
publike and ſolemne faſting, and all o⸗

uable. So that by theſe pꝛecepts and com⸗ 
maundementes it euidently appeareth, 
with what care ok the flocke, willingneſle, 
and readines of minde, deſire by example

God, loue of Chyiſt and his ſheepe : with 
what full purpoſe with loſle of Tyfe to 
perleuer vnto the ende, and laſtly with 
what contempte of all wozldlp pꝛapſe,

But if we wyll ſee theſe pꝛeceptes put in 
dꝛe and pꝛactiſe, let vs diligently marke 
the lyfe and conuerſation of the Pꝛophets 
and Apoſtles, eſpecially of Saint Paule:

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comifoxtable to the ſpeaker , This is that 
true and perfect paterne of pꝛeaching, 
which Paul committed to Timothie, both 
in reſpect ofthe btterance, and ofthe diſpo- 
ſition of che minde, which he chargeth co 
be kept and obſerued, that he might be an 
example to them that beleeue, in woꝛde, in 
conuerſation, in lone, in ſpirit, in faith and 


in purenes, ſaping,Keepe the true paterne 
-- ofthe wholeſome words, which thou haſt 


heard of me in fayth, and loue which is in 
Chriſt Ieſus. That worthy thing which was 
comitted to thee, keepe through the holy 
Gholt, vvhich dvvelleth in vs, And to Ti⸗ 
tus, Aboue all thinges ſheyve thy ſelfe an 
example of good vvorkes, vvith vncorrupt 
doctrine, vvith the vvholeſome vvoorde 
which cannot be reproued. This is that 
which though we alledge in the laſt daye 
fo2 our ſelues, we ſhal not be diſliked oz re⸗ 
tected , But alas our kinde and maner or 
pꝛeaching, whether we regarde the brte⸗ 
rance of ſpeach, 82 affection of our hearts, 
doth farre differ fromchis;nay it is almoſk 
tleane contrary to it:foꝛ it giueth no life to 
choſe which are dead in ſinne, it hath no 
power to ſtrike in ſunder, oꝛ — the 

olde 
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holde of ſinne, no ſharpeneſſe to cutte a 
(under the coꝛdes of wickedneſſe, it can not 
enter to Na ſunder of the ſoule 
and ſpirit, the ioyntes and the marowe,neis 
ther can it diſcerne betweene the thoughts 
and intentes sf the heart: and why $ our 
wooꝛdes are of our owne making, and not 
ſuch as the Spirit of God teachech: our 
matter fo2 rhe moſt part is the deviſes of 
men the diſpoſitid of our hearts pzophane, 
wozldly and carnall, our intent and pur⸗ 
poſe is to get honour, and -wozldlp-p2e- 
ferments. No maruaple therefoze though 
our labours be curſed, and not bleſſed,aud 
wee our ſelues in the day of iudgement be 
reiected: fo2 as I haue taught befo2e,tt is 
not the woozke done, but the maner of do⸗ 
ing, that pleaſeth our heauenty Father. So 
that thoſe onely which peach the woꝛde in 
faith, hope, loue, feare, and all maner of 
watchfulneſſe, in ſeaſon and out of ſeaſon, 
being ready as to deale vnto þ people the 
Goſpel of God,ſo allo if neceſlitie require, 
their owne liues fo2 þ confirmationof their 
flocke: thole Jay only ſhall reape p rite 
of their labours, with great iope and glav- 
nee, euensternall lpfe, 2 wherein they ſhall 
. Glit, ſhine 
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thine as v; ſtarres ofheauen, As fo) others, 
who haue in pꝛeaching the wozde ſought 
themſelues,cheir owne pꝛaiſe and commo⸗ 
ditie, hauing litle 02 no care of Gods heri⸗ 
tage, that it might be ſaued: (of which ſoꝛt 
be thoſe whereof J haue already ſpoken a 
litle befoze) though they ſap in the day of 
tudgement, Lozde, Loꝛd, haue we not pꝛo⸗ 
phecied in thy Name, yet they ſhalbe ſent 
awap to their owne place of puniſhment, 
as wozkers of iniquitie , If then the out- 
warde wozke of pjeaching , which is ſo 
p2ofitable vnto the Church foz the ſalua- 
cion of ſoules, ſhalbe reiected, being ſepa⸗ 
rated from the pure maner: who dare al- 
ledge caſting out of deuils, and the woz⸗ 
king ol great miracles which onely apper⸗ 
taine to the ſafety of body Wet not therfoze 
the Papiſts reioyce, though they were a⸗ 
ble to conſirme euery point of their religt- 
onbya great miracle (whereas in deede 
they are not, except we will iudge their 
baine fozged miracles to be done by the 
finger of God:) fo2 yftheſe mynacles be ſe⸗ 
paraced from the true manex of doing the 
Fathers will, the dooers-themlelues-are 
but wozkers of iniquitie, as Chat moſt 
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ernely termeth them in the verſe follo- 
wing: and therefoze ſo farre from being 
juſtified by theſe , oz any other wozkes of 
charitie , being ſeparated from the true 
maner of doing, that thei ſhalbe vnto them 
ſufficient matter ofcondemnacion, Well, 


racles, that can deliuer the pꝛeach 


day, neither any other ,

of Simon Magus, that he hearde Philip 
Weaching, vnderſtood him, topfully recet- 
uedhis doctrine, and that he beleeued,was 
baptized, and continued with Philippe: in 
theſe woꝛdes. Then Simon him ſelfe be- 
lecuedalſo, and vvas baptized, and conti- 
nued vvith Philippe, and vvondered vvhen 
he ſavve the ſignes and great miracles that 
vvere done, Notwithſtanding Peter af- 
firmed to his face, that he had no parte 
no: fellowſhippe in that buſineſſe: becauſe 
his heart was not ryght in the ſyght of 
God, but full of gall and bitterneſſe, and 
that he was in the bonde of iniquitie. Poꝛe⸗ 
ouer they may relieue and ſuccour, great-

pꝛouerbs againſt che iuſt, deride and mocke 
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they ſaibe acknowledged of * 
faithfull ſeruants and deare bꝛechꝛen, and

Touching the ſeconde poynt of this an⸗

J anſwere bziefelp , into euerlaſting fire : 
as our 1 * — him _ _ 
wytneſle mn the 25,0 atthewe, 5 
Depart from mee yee curled into euerla- 
ſting fyre, vvhich is p d for the de- 
uill and his angelles, Pt then, deere bye» 
thꝛen, preachers of the Goſpel , and woz- 
kers of miracles ſhall be thzowen from 
the pꝛeſence of God into vtter darkenes, 
as woozkers of iniquitie , to want of the 
true maner of doyng the Fathers wyll: 
O Lope, what ſhall become of all choſe 
Miniſters , which receyuing tempozall 
things of che people of God redeemed by 
the blood of Chyilt, doe in che hardneſle of 
their heartes refuſe to miniſter vuto them 
ſpiritual, and to feede them with the hea- 
uenly foode of che wozde vnto eternall 
lyle? But becauſe no admonition canmoue 


them to repentance , e refozmation of this 


hapnous offence agaynſt God and his peo- 
ple, J leaue them to anſwere fo; then» 
felues vnto Chailt, at the dꝛeadfull daye of 
iudgemẽtꝛat what time J feare me, chat as 
905 bene dum in this life, concerning

win out of che mighty or at e 
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ſo they wyll be altogether dumme and 
fpeachleſle, when Chyilt ſhal cal foꝛ a wiſe, 
diligent and watchefull diſcharge of that 
ſtewardſhip which they haue vſurped, and 
hoꝛribly abuſed in the Church of God. As 
fo: Atheiſts, Jdolaters,blaſphemers,ſo2ce- 
rers, deſpiſers of magiſtracie, murtherers, 
adulterers, foꝛnicatoꝛs, oppꝛeſſozs, vſurers, 
and ſuch like abominable ſinners, how can 
they eſcape the vengeance and iuſt recom- 
pence of their rewarde, ſeeyng that pꝛea⸗ 
chers ot the woꝛde, and woozkers of mira⸗ 
cles ſhall be thyowen into the chaynes of e- 
uerlaſting varkenes?- © that men woulde 
ſeriouſly conſider this, and turne vnto the 
Lode with all their hearts and ſoules, in 
this acceptable time of grace: fo euen now 
wiſdome cryeth without, the ſounde of the 
Goſpell is heard in our temples: nowe is 
the time ol peace, nowe is the day ofrepen:- 
- tance: To day ifyou willheare the ioyfull 
| — Chatle, harden not pour heartes 
with the wicked of this woꝛlde: but ceaſe 
tom your owne wozkes , and doe the Fa- 
Hers will which is in heauen. So dopng, 
the Gov of peace ſhal ſanctifie you though

-Lojd Jeſus Chaiſt, The reafon ofthis ſo⸗ 
'rowfirll departure is, for that in preaching, 
caſting out deuils, and working miracles, 
they wꝛought and committed iniquitie: fo 
ſo it is ſayd, Depart 

iniquitie , Not that they did viilawfill 
wozkes,but becauſe they di lawful things 
vnlawfully: fo albeic they pꝛeached and 
mought miracles ( boch which did auaile 
much to the edilication ofthe Church) yet 
in regard of the coꝛrupt maner of doing, 
Chiiſtcalleth them, Workers of iniquitie. 
This docttine condemneth all men which 
do lawfult chinges vnlawfully: how much 
moze thole which doe vnlawfull chinges, 


godlyneſſe + Good woꝛkes, I confeſſe;muſt 


be done: but ſuch onely are good, which 


God hath commaunded in his wozd, not 
ſuch as men by wozlvly wiſdome haue de⸗ 


tuled: of which ſoꝛt are running on pilgti⸗ 
mage ta the dumme and ſenſeleſle images, 
doing of penance at the pꝛieſtes appoint⸗ 


not onely in that Popiſh religion , but alſo

though they haue neuer ſo great a ſhewe of 


ment, and an infinite nomber ol the ſame, 
in all humaine andvoluntarie ſeruice,'Fo2 |

they haue not ſo much as a ſhewe of com: 
nizundement out ofthe woꝛd, and Scrip⸗ 
tures of God: as maye eaſily appeare to 
him, that hath but once in all his life read 
ouer the Bible, Here then we ſee, how eue- 
ry man mapye pleaſe and dilpleale God: 
pleaſe, it he doe that which is commaunded - 
of God, after that maner he hath comman⸗ 
ded it: diſpleaſe, if he doe any thing eicher 
not commanded , but deuiſed of man: oz do 
the thing commaunded, after an vnlawfull 
maner, In conſideration whereof,all thoſe 
that be out ofthe Church,are iuſtly termed 
wozkers of iniquitie, foꝛ the which at the 
dap of Judgement they ſhalbe eternallye 
condemned. Contrarily, thoſe which are 
in and of the Church, which is the myſtical 
bodie of Chiſt, becauſe they doe wozkes 
commaunded after an vpꝛight and ſincere 
maner, Chyiſt doth iuſtly call them, Doers 
of his Fathers will: to whom by pꝛomile, 
not by delert, belongeth the inheritance of 
the kingdome of heauen , and everlaſizag 
happineſle, 
Nowe therekoze to make an ende, T be- 
ſeeche you, fo2 the lone that you beare to 
: 8 owne ſaluation, as though Chziſte 
8 _ Hould 
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+ andperſwade myſelfe, that all thoſe that 
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ſhould beſeeche pou by me, to abhoꝛre and 


eſchewe the curſed behauiour of all diſ⸗ 


ſembling pꝛofeſſours, to embyace and pꝛac⸗ 
tize the vpꝛight and ſyncere maner of do- 
ing che Fathers will, to contend and ſtriue 
to enter in at the narrow gate ot the king 
dome ot heauen, to flie al apparance of euil, 
to abound plentifully in all good wozkes, 
keeping faith, hope, loue, feare, and watch⸗ 
fulneſſe without wearyneſſe and fapnting, 
euen vntill the laſt moment of Iyfe : that 
Chꝛiſte which is our lyfe may recepue vs 
into eternall ipte , and immoꝛtall glozie.
